Chicago, February 24lh.—The Conven­ 
tion of Pacific coast and W estern Railway 
managers, called together to consider the 
interstate commerce law, assembled here 
this m orning and organized by the election 
of ex-liovernor J. C. IJrown. Receiver of 
the Texas Pacific, as Chairm an of the m eet­ 
ing. 
Little discussion was had and no gen­ 
eral deba'e indulged in. 
. 
A motion was made nnd adopted that a 
committee composed of two representaiives 
fro n fi c i Western pool and association be 
appointed 
to 
consider 
the subject in 
hand, and report 
its 
conclusions 
to 
ageneral meeting, after which adjournm ent 
was taken, subject to the call cf the Chair. 
The committee is to frame such questions 
as it tuay be' necessary to present to the 
Federal Commissioners, in order to reach 
a construction and interpretation of the 
ambiguous clauses of the 'aw, and to frame 
and arrange a common method of proce­ 
dure to be adopted by the roads until the 
Commission is heard from authoritatively. 
T he committee met this evening. Their 
report will probably be ready for submis­ 
sion to-morrow. 
There 
is the widest 
variance of opinions among the managers 
themselves, and m uch uncertainty as lo 
w hat course to pursue in meeting the re­ 
quirem ents ot the iaw. • 


H E W IT T ’S I E IT E R . 


T h e O b jectio n a b le i'o rtl.iii o f th e L etter 
W h ich C a lle d It» bii]>pre»sion. 
N ew York, February 2ith —Mayor Hew­ 
itt's letter to the Young Men's Democratic 
Club of Brooklyn, which lias given rise to 
so much discussion, is made public for the 
first lim e this afternoon. 
A portion of the 
letter, referring to the K nights of Labor, 
which was the cause of the letter not be­ 
ing read, is as follows : 
“ W ithin the last 
five years a secret oiganizition lias been 
growing in strength and power, which seeks 
to enslave the labor of this country, ami 
and m ake it subject to the irresponsible 
domination of men unknow n to "the peo­ 
ple, and wiio are not the creatures of 
the law. responsible to free public opin­ 
ion and to the constituted authorities 
for their action. G radually the leaders 
of this 
body 
succeeded in 
stamping 
out all personal independence on the part 
of a large num ber ol the workmen of the 
country-, by refusing to perm it any per­ 
sons to earn a livelihood who are not atlili- 
ated with this secret organization. 
In this 
way workmen are to be coerced into blind 
obedience to the irresponsible power, and 
the condition of tho.e who tried to remain 
ou’side of the organization is in many 
cases truly pitiable. 
They are called bv 
opprobrious names, hunted down from 
shop to shop ; denied em ploym ent on the 
fearful penalty of stopping all work, how­ 
ever pressing and im portant. This is a 
tyranny against which the Democratic 
party has 
ever struggled, and which 
it m ust 
now 
confront 
and denounce 
ill 
no mistaken 
tones. 
It 
is 
true 
Democrats holding high positions have 
coquetted with this new and dangerous 
e'em ent in politics, and even 
attained 
office by subm itting to the hum iliation of 
an apparent indorsem ent of false and 
dangerous doctrines, which have been put 
in practice at such fearful cost in our own 
m idst within a m onth. 
Unless the Demo­ 
cratic party shall now and at once abso­ 
lutely disown and condemn all organiza­ 
tions which seik to place the individua! 
under any other control than that of the 
law, and deprive tne citizen of his right of 
free action, it will perish, as it ought to do, 
and i desire to emphasize tiiis issue as one 
to which you aud your fellow members 
shall direct your attention.

I n d ia n a p o l is , February 24th.—The Sen­ 
ate chamber was carefully guarded this 
m orning by a force of door-keepers, and 
even members of the body had difficulty in 
gaining entrance. There was a tremendous 
crort-d in the lobbies and much feeling. At 
9 o'clock Greene Sm ith rapped the Senate 
to order, whereupon Colonel Robinson, 
who had bet-n entitled to the floor, started 
toward the Cnair and was met on the steps 
by the Assistant Doorkeeper, who told him 
he could not come up. The' Colonel re­ 
plied that he was the presiding officer of 
the Senate and m ust take his seat, and 
stepped forward, when the doorkeeper re­ 
pelled him 
to the foot of the stairs. 
Thereupon lie stood in front of the clerk's 
dtsk. and stated that he had been elect­ 
ed 
Lieutenant-Governor of 
the 
S’ate, 
und by the Constitution was the presid­ 
ing officer of the Senate and demanded his 
seat. The point of order was raised that 
none but members of the Senate could 
take up the time of that body, which Smith 
sustained, and called upon the doorkeeper 
to remove Robertson from the chamber. 
The doorkeeper approached Robertson, 
took his arm, and the two walked out to 
the main door. The crowd saw Robertson 
come out, and there was great excitement. 
He m ounted the steps and made a speech, 
reciting what had happened in the cham ­ 
ber. and cautioned the people to d o noth­ 
ing that would infringe the peace or dignity 
of the State, or that they would regret in 
cooler moments. This ended tin trouble, 
nnd Colonel Robertson passed out into the 
ball of the House, which body bad not yet 
met.

P ittsb u rg (Pa.), February 2l;h.—I-ast 
Saturday evening Peter Kckart, boarding 
at 128 W ylie avenue, was arrested for dis­ 
orderly conduct, and committed to jail for 
ten days to determ ine whether he was sane 
or not. 
H e has been raving mad since 
his imprisonm ent, and is now confined in a 
pa.-Tded cell. Chief Blackmore visited his 
room this eteniog. and made some startling 
discoveries. The room presented the Hp 
pearance of the work shop of a blood­ 
thirsty Anarchist. 
In one corner was a 
square box. securely fastened to the sides 
of a trunk, and in the box was wbat the 
officers supposed to be an infernal machine, 
cylindrical in shape, about 18 inches long, 
and 4 or 5 inches in diameter. 
Scattered 
about the trunk were particles of gun- 
I powder and bullet moulds. 
In various 
parts of the room were found tools of 
ail sorts, electric batteries and other electric 
appliances. 
Also 58 glass tubes, ranging 
from one inch to "M inches in length, and 
said to be used in the m anufacture of 
nitro-glycerine. 
Revolvers and guns were 
scattered about the apartm ents. The land­ 
lady said Eckart came to board at Ihe 
place three m onths ago, and seemed like 
a quiet and inoflensive German. H e had 
plenty of money, and earned $30 a week at 
the Union Switch and Signal Company. 
His employers speak of him as being in­ 
dustrious, but peculiar. Chief Blackmore is 
of the opinion that he is an Anarchist, and 
has gone crazy trying to invent some terri­ 
ble instrum ent of destruction. The trunk 
and everything in the room are now in the 
C hief’s possession. 
A D y in g M an’s R id e. 
Pittsrcp.g, February 24th.—A peculiar 
accident, resulting in the killing of three 
m en, occurred on the Pittsburg, Fort W ayne 
and Chicago 
Railroad 
last night near 
Beaver Falls, thirty-five miles from this 
city. 
Daniel Donaldson, a stone-cutter, 
and two companions were walking along 
the track when they were struck by the 
engine of a freight train. Donaldson and 
one of his companions were instantly 
killed. The other man was hurled through 
the air and alighted on the pilot of an en­ 
gine coming in tlie opposite direction. The 
engineer and firemen were not aware that 
they had carried a mutilate*! and dying 
man on the engine. Al! night the injured 
man lay on the pilot, oblivious of his sur­ 
roundings, whirled along at the rate of fif­ 
teen miles an hour. 
The engineer took his 
engine into the Fort W ayne shops and 
w ent home. This morning, when the shop­ 
m en 
reported 
for 
work, they discov­ 
ered the man lying on the front of the en­ 
gine. They hud him removed to the Alle­ 
gheny General H ospital, where he died at 
110(111.

P itts nemo, February 24tb.—The iron­ 
w orkers’ strike at Mingo Junction itas re­ 
sulted in a declaration of war between tire 
Am algam ated Association and tlie Knights 
of Labor, which may spread throughout 
the entire country. The trouble was caused 
by a conflict of authority, both associations 
w anting to rule the men. 
All efforts to 
compromise have failed, and open warfare 
has been inaugurated. 
W. If. Bailey, of 
the Executive Board of Knights of Labor, 
threatens to till the mill with men from 
other places, while the Amalgamated offi­ 
cials will use nil their powers of persuasion 
to keep outsiders from going to work.

London, February 2lth.— F urther dis­ 
patches concerning 
the 
earthquake in 
Southern Europe state that although there 
have been no further : hocks at Nice, the 
panic has not yet subsided. 
Fugitives are 
fleeing in every direction. 
Tire people are 
afraid to enter their houses and hotels, and 
last evening the bighls back of the city 
were crowded with refugees. Two ’.hou- 
snnd English, American and Russian vis­ 
itors were camped out during the night on 
elevated grounds. 
Six thousand persons 
have left the city for Palis. The son of 
A lbert N. Hatheway, the American Consul 
at Nice, was seriously injured. There have 
been no further disturbances al Monte 
Carlo. The place is filled with thousands 
of refugees from Cannes. Nice, Mentone 
and Sun Remo. It is difficult to find shelter 
for a great num ber of people, und last night 
m snv of them were compelled to camp 
out. 
A more confident feeling prevails 
to day. G.lining has been suspended und 
the band is playing on the terrace for ihe 
purpose of restoring confidence to the 
frightened people. 


THE 
EFFECTS 
MORE 
SERIOUS 
THAN 
EX- 
PECTEIl. 
R ome, February 21tb.—Details have been 
received this m orning of the results of the 
earthquakes yesterday, showing that the 
elfects were tar more serious than was 
thought. The loss of life ami destrue.ion 
of property is learned lo have been terrible. 
The most startling news comes from the 
Genoese Riviera. 
Over fifteen hundred 
persons were killed in that di.-trict. At the 
village of Bajardo. situated at the tup of a 
hill, a num ber of inhabitants took refuge 
in a church when the shocks were first felt. 
Subsequent shocks demolished the church, 
and three hundred people in it were killed. 
The destruction of property in sections of 
Italy v bi’ed by the earthquake was im ­ 
mense und widespread. 


m o r e sh o ck s to-day. 
London, February 24th.—A nother shock 
was felt at Mentone to-day. It was so se­ 
vere th at houses were shaken. 
No one was 
injure»!. 
Additional details concerning the 
damage done by yesterday's shocks show 
that in some cases villages built on m oun­ 
tain sides were toppled into the valleys. 
Three railway trains have been dispatched 
with food for the surt'erers. 
A num ber of 
soldiers have also been sent to assist them . 


RENEWAL OF THE EARTHQUAKE IN SOUTHERN 
FRANCE. 
P aris, February 24th.—4 p. m.—T he re­ 
newal of earthquake shocks has occurred 
in the southern section of France. 
A 
terrible disaster is m om entarily expected. 
Nice, Cannes and Mentone arc half de­ 
serted. 
Fears are expressed for the safety 
of the Prince of Wales and the Orleans 
Princes, all of whom are in the section of 
country where the earthquakes prevail. 


FIVE MORE SHOCKS TO pAy, 


P aris, February 24th.—Five slight shticks 
of earthquake were felt to-day at Nice and 
Cannes, but no injury wa3 done. 
Y'ester- 
day's disturbances killed two persons and 
injured ten at Nice; killed lour and injured 
two at Bar ; killed iwo and injured twelve 
at Boltene. 
A t 
Chateau 
Ni-uf 
many 
were injured. 
At Savona two houses fell, 
killing nine persor,s and injuring fifteen. 
The whole 
population of 
Savona are 
bivouacked about the town. 


THE NUMBER OF DEATHS. 
Rome, February 24:h.—Reports of (lie 
diaster continue to arrive. Tbe total num ­ 
ber of deaths reported to the present time 
is about 2,000. Shocks were toll at Parriia, 
Turin and Ooserr/i. 
U ndulations of the 
earth were noticed at Catimi, in Sicily, at 
the foot of M ount .Etna. The Director of 
the Turin Observatory telegraphs that the 
seismic instrum ent is quiescent, aud no 
further disturbance is feared.

SOME INTERESTING FACTS CONCERN­ 
ING DRINK. 


Between 1840 anil 1885, the recent state­ 
ments of the Bureau of Statistics of the 
Government exhibit 
some 
remarkable 
facts of the consumption of spirituous, 
m alt liquors and wines. 
For convenience 
of exhibit, we have compiled a table in­ 
troducing the population totals by decades, 
th at the projiortion of consumption to in­ 
crease of the population may apjiear : 


A M r. Cox, in the San Francisco Bui 
letin, advances a lengthy defense for the 
bill to legalize hydraulic m ining methods, 
declared by the Courts and Congress to be 
unlawful, dangerous and destructive to 
agriculture and river navigation. 
lie 
charges that the State is persecuting the 
m iners, but in what way, lie docs not ex­ 
plain. 
We are unaware of any action by 
the State in the m atter at all. 
The diffi­ 
culty lias been the neglect of the State. 
M r. Cox argues th at the mining grounds to 
be worked under the bill are, because of 
high altitude, worthless for any other pur­ 
pose than to be washed down. 
The ab­ 
surdity of this assertion is apparent, when 
it is recalled th at in Nevada cjunty pears, 
apples and hardy fruits arc grown for the 
m arket, and that the locality is admirably 
adapted to such industry ; th a t viticulture 
and horticulture are prosecuted w ith suc­ 
cess in the verv heart of tho mast exten­ 
sive hydraulic m ining regions, and many 
of these mines are scarcely alove the foot­ 
hill citrus belt. 
H e bolds that engineers 
of repute uniformly agree th at the proposed 
dams may Ire constructed w ith success, and 
so as to constitute no menace to valley in­ 
terests. 
W hile this is not true, yet, if 
adm itted, it is simply an opinion, for the 
problem is an unsolved one—one which 
engineering science has not liefore encoun­ 
tered, and there are neither in Europe nor 
America any parallels to the scheme here 
proposed. 
Even if it be adm itted that 
perfectly secure dams can Ik- built, which 
wc do not lielieve can be done, Mr. Cox 
will not find security or guarantee in the 
bill that they will lie thus put up, or that 
they will be m aintained if built—in short, 
he will be unable to show th at any risk Ls 
or can be taken by any one except those 
below the dams, while th e bill itself is so 
framed that the possibility is foreshadowed 
of the care and m aintenance of the dams 
being made chargeable upon the State, 
lie argues th at if m ining has been prose­ 
cuted without dams for th irty years, two 
years more w ith dams will not be a dan­ 
gerous experim ent. 
T his is begging the 
question. 
For many years the people of 
the valley have been 
devoting 
their 
means, tim e and energies to restricting 
the destructive process of hydraulic m in­ 
ing, and having now the w arrant of the 
Common law, as interpreted by the Courts, 
and the authority of the Federal Govern­ 
ment, announced hy its Congress, for their 
course, they are called upon to abandon 
all they have gained for the hazard of an 
experim ent. 
Had 
Mr. 
Cox correctly 
stated his syllogism, it would be less ob­ 
jectionable, for if hydraulic m ining had 
been prosecuted for thirty years without 
dams, or injury to ian d s lielow or the nav­ 
igability of rivers, tire 
“ trial” of two 
years with dams would present itself in n 
very different light. 
As the case stands, 
the proposition is one th at challenges the 
sincerity of the people of the valley dur­ 
ing all the long and trying period in 
w hiclfthey have lieen invoking the law to 
the salvation of their homes from the de­ 
scending debris. 
M r. Cox objects to the 
hydraulic miners being denounced as out­ 
law- and vitndals. 
It is well taken. 
No 
one in the valley feels hatred for m iners; 
regret and sym pathy are stronger elements 
in 
the sentim ent they entertain alxmt 
hydraulic m ining; vested rights they ad­ 
m it the hydraulic m iners have, hut none 
superior to those of the people of the 
valley, or to justify the exercise of such 
rights to the overthrow of those of low­ 
land dwellers. 
W o have yet to hear of 
the existence of any m iner who claims a 
vested right to deposit the tailings of his 
m ining ground upon liis m iner neighbor's 
lands, either in 
the 
form 
of 
sand| 
cobbles, gravel or slickens. 
The same 
rule 
th at 
the 
miners 
recognize 
for 
their own section, the [teople of the valley 
invoke agaiust them . 
If miners may not 
cover each other up, w hat vested right 
gives them license to bury valley lands? 
There are no other jxiiiiLs made by Mr 
Cox th a t have not lieen repeatedly re-’ 
viewed and answered. 
T he old plea of 
“ the process of nature,”- and the charge 
th at the damage done thus far has resulted 
from the old placer deposits, are fam iliar 
to the people and cut no figure in the pres­ 
ent debate upon the bill th at proposes to 
supplement the “ erosive process of nature ’> 
bv the work of man, according to methods 
th at do in a single month more than the 
natural action of the elements accom­ 
plishes in an age. 
Mr. Cox wholly fails to 
comprehend the feelings of the jieople of 
the valley upon this question. 
It is in­ 
tense, became the Hill menaces their prop­ 
erty values, threatens to plate upon prop­ 
erty here new risks, to fasten upen indus­ 
try new hobbles and to reopen a question 
that the Courts have closed. 
It is signifi­ 
cant that Mr. Cox in his impassioned essay 
shou'd om it all reference to the permission 
the bill gives to let “ sutpctisory m a tte r|” 
pass over the dams, and to exem pt the 
dam-builders from all injury resulting 
from the deposition of such m atter—and 
which is precisely the deposit that has 
wrought seven-tenths of all injury that 
has lieen done. 
It is equally significant 
th at lie attem pts to frighten the drift and 
quartz miners, and excite them with the 
fear th at they will be next enjoined—a 
thing no one ever has contemplated, and 
th a t will not eoine about. 
T he quartz and 
drift miners perfectly understand th at to 
their processes the valley people have not 
raised objection, and will not, since there 
is no known basis for it, and liecausc the 
people of the low lands not only wish no 
harm to m ining communities, hut believe 
that drifting, among other things, may 1a? 
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It is scarcely necessary to extend the 
showing to percentages, the proportion of 
increase and decrease in each group is suf­ 
ficiently apparent. 
W hile the population 
between 1840 and 1885 increased a little 
less than three and a half times, our con­ 
sumption of distilled spirits in 1885 had 
not nearly doubled. 
T hat is to say, in 
1840 we drank of distilled liquors about 
two and one-half gallons per person, while 
in 1885 the 'consumption had fallen to 
about one and one-fifth gallons ¡>er per­ 
son. 
Of domestic wines we consumed in 
1885 considerably more than fourteen timen 
as m uch as in 1840. 
Of imported wines 
we have, in the meantime, dispensed with 
over one and a quarter millions of the con­ 
sumption of 1840. 
T his testifies to the 
growth of the viticultural industry, and 
the decadence.of foreign imports of wine. 
The gross wine consumption we have in­ 
creased about three and a half times, it 
keeping fair pace with the growth of 
population. 
W hen we come, however, to 
m alt liquors, th e figures are far more in­ 
teresting. Thus, while our population has 
augumented by about three and a half 
times—not to be accurate as t j the exact 
figures—we had increased our consump­ 
tion of m alt drinks in 1885 twenty-five 
timm plus, over th at of 1840. 
T hat is to 
say, the total consumption forty-six years 
ago, of m alt liquors, was about one and a 
third gallons to every man, woman and 
child in th e land; while less than two 
years ago it was about twelve and three- 
fourths gallons for every person enumer­ 
ated in the census population. 
In the 
light of these showipgs the 
question 
naturally arises, has drunkenness increased 
or decreased since 1S 40; and in either ease 
what is the proportion measured by popu­ 
lation ? 
if there has been an increase in 
drunkenness, to what beverage is tlie result 
legitim ately chargeable.

L E G IS L A T IV E N O T E S. 


The Senate yesterday passed, by unani­ 
mous vote, the bill appropriating $10,000 
ior the purpose of erecting an additional 
cottage and for other improvements at the 
Home for Veteran Soldiers in Napa county. 
At first there was some opposition m ani­ 
fested toward the bill, on the ground that 
Congress is expected to take charge of the 
Home. 
Senator Gesford explained that 
the im provem ents referred to were abso­ 
lutely necessary at this time, and there was 
no certainty as to what Congress may do 
in the matter. H e eloquently championed 
the cause of the aged veterans at the Home, 
and said that if there is one class of men 
to whom the people owe a debt of grati­ 
tude it is to these old soldiers of the Union, 
along whose pathw ay the shadows are 
lengthening, and the rem ainder of whose 
lives it should be the pleasure of the peo­ 
ple to m ake as comfortable as possible. 
H e bad visited the Veterans’ Home, and 
knew that the proposed improvements 
were 
absolutely necessary. 
There are 
m any old veterans entitled to the benefits 
of the Home who cannot now be provided 
for, owing to the lim ited accommodations, 
and he hoped the Senate would not decline 
to make the appropriation asked for. The 
bill was finally passed by the unanim ous 
vote of the Senate. 
The Senate Committee on Banks and 
Banking yesterday reported a substitute for 
Senate bill No. 39, the two im portant fea­ 
tures of which a re : First, to compel all in­ 
solvent bank3tow ind up their affairs within 
twt> years after being declared insolvent. 
Second, to compel every person, or num ber 
of persons, engaged in the business of 
banking (and not incorporated) to conduct 
their business under some nam e or title 
showing the names of all persons engaged 
in the business, and to compel such per­ 
sons to report to the Bank Commissioners 
the actual financial condition of the con­ 
cern. These two provisions are claimed to 
be in the interest of honest banking, and 
are indorsed by leading banking institu­ 
tions. The bill was, on motion of the 
Chairman of the committee, Senator Ges­ 
ford, placed on the special file. 
A caucus of the Republican members of 
the Assembly was held during the noon re­ 
cess yesterday, at which several im portant 
m atters were considered. It was decided 
unanim ously to continue upon the general 
appropriation bill and pass it at once, thus 
removing the prospect that its failure may 
necessitate an extra session. 
It was also 1 
voted that every Republican shall remain a 
week or ten days after the pay of members 
stops, in order to clean up the files. On 
motion, it was resolved to appoint a com­ 
mittee to prepare a list of bills which have 
no chance of passing, and which it is pro­ 
posed to withdraw. 
Senator Clunie supported Abbott’s ten- 
m inute rule of debate yesterday, and asan 
argum ent in its favor referred to the fact of 
having ldm self occupied so m uch of the 
tim e on the preceding evening in dis­ 
cussing a bill. The “ horrible exam ple” 
which the Senator thus presented of him ­ 
self so frightened the Senate that it went 
Abbott one better, and lim ited speeches to 
five minutes. 
It is entirely evident from the testimony 
taken yesterday by the committee investi­ 
gating the exposures made by Clerk Ed. J. 
Smith, lhat he can furnish corroborative 
evidence to support m ost he has said that 
created such a sensation. 
Senator Vrooman, who bad a serious at­

24th.—The 
steamer Australia, which arrived this m orn­ 
ing from Honolulu, brings full particulars 
of a great lava How from M auna Loa. The 
sight is described as magnificent beyond 
description. 
A column of fire was first 
observed from the sum m it of the crater on 
the night of January 16th. The fire died 
out before midnight, but it was plain that 
great volcanic disturbances weie going on, 
as the cessation of the lire was followed by 
earthquake;., which followed in quick suc­ 
cession up to the night of the 18th, when 
fire and lava again burst forth from the 
m ountain side. The length of the flow 
is estimated at twenty m iles. This distance 
the lava accomplished in two days, spread­ 
ing as it descended, reaching the sea on the 
evening of January 26th. The stream of 
lava continued to tlow without interrup­ 
tion until the 29th, when a river of fire 
burst forth, following the line of the lava 
How.

CROOKEDNESS. 


E ftorts to A n n ih ila te S m ith 's S ta n d in g — 
H e C on tin u e» a n d is S eren e. 
The Assembly R etrenchm ent Committee 
having in charge the investigation of liay 
W . Falk, M inute Clerk, who has been 
charged w ith altering the file, m et again 
yesterday m orning. Clerk E. J . Sm ith, the 
author of the revelations concerning efforts 
to tam per with the files of the Honse, Sen­ 
ator M offittand others implicated by Smith J 
were present. 
H enry Schwartz was first sworn. H e tes­ 
tified that he did not hear Moffitt say to 
Smith, on Friday last, “ No, I will not give 
you a cent. Yon have beaten yourself out 
of $75 and me out of $200.” Schwartz said 
he was not in the Capitol on Friday after­ 
noon, and hence Sm ith could not have seen 
him there. H e added that Sm ith s reputa­ 
tion for truth was had. 
He had heard 
Louis Kaplan and Charles A. Ackerm an 
say they would not believe him under oath. 
The witness had employed Ray Falk and 
always found him reliable and honest. 
T. B. Mortec, clerk to the Sergeant-at- 
Arms of the Senate, testified to hearing 
Smith threaten some of the Assembly 
clerks, and to hearing him say in the Peer­ 
less Saloon that he would m ake it hot for 
Moffitt. 
Felix Charles corroborated the latter part 
of this statement. 
Senator Moffitt was then sworn. H e said 
he had known Sm ith about three years, 
and spoke to him concerning the opium 
bill, because he had noticed it creeping up 
remarkably fast. 
The bill was a notorious 
“ cinch,” and he was opposed to it. W hen 
he spoke to Sm ith about it, he accused him 
of advancing the bill on file, and told him 
to put it back to its place. Sm ith asked it 
there was anything in it, and soon after 
asked him for money, which was refused. 
Next m orning the bill had taken another 
jum p, and he then wrote the note asking 
Sm ith to ” shove it down.” 
Senator M urphy testified to a long ac­ 
quaintance with Sm ith, the result of which 
was that he would uot believe Sm ith under 
oath. 
W. H . Ennis, a clerk in the Surveyor- 
General's office, testified that Sm ith’s repu­ 
tation lor truth was bad. Some years ago 
Sm ith's fellow clerks in the Assessor’s 
office at San Francisco passed some reso­ 
lutions upon the eve of bis departure to 
Sacramento, designating him as the “cham ­ 
pion silver-tongued liar.” 
Senator Moffitt resumed the stand, and 
testified to Sm ith's asking him if there was 
any money in advancing A. B. 192 on the 
tile. 
He had refused to loan Sm ith $5, but 
denied emphatically that he had ever told 
him “ You have beaten yourself out of $75 
and me out of $200.” 
Chas. A. W eller testified that he had 
heard Sm ith's reputation for truth dis­ 
cussed about the City Hall of San Francisco 
and thought it generally was bad. 
George Goodman. Superintendent of the 
Artificial Paving Company, acknowledged 
that he had procured the introduction of 
the bill to pave the Capitol grounds, and 
that no firm but hi3 cculd hid for the work 
should it be passed. He had telegraphed 
to Sm ith for a copy and got him to look 
after it, but never paid him any money. 
F. W. Marston. clerk at the Assembly 
desk, testified to Moffitt asking him in a 
barber shop who had charge of the Assem­ 
bly files. 
Marston told him he did not 
know, having nothing to do with them 
himself. 
After recess the committee m et again, 
when A. E. Brock, Clerk of the Assembly 
Committee on Viticulture, was called. 
He 
testified that during the latter part of last 
week he was sitting in the lobby of the 
Assembly with Smith, when Senator Mof­ 
fitt came along, 
Sm ith arose and tried to 
borrow money from Moffitt. The witness 
thought Moffitt refused, but could not say 
positively. At any rate, a conversation oc­ 
curred between Sm ith and Moffitt, during 
which witness heard Moffitt say : 
“ Well, 
you have beat yourself out of $75 and 
knocked me out of $200.” 
This was said 
in a loud voice, and was clearly understood 
by the witness. 
W. H. Ennis, the Clerk in the Surveyor- 
General's office, was recalled and shown a 
letter in which it was stated that the “sil­ 
ver-tongued liar" resolutions, adopted by 
Sm ith’s fellow-clerks in San Francisco, 
were merely an attem pt to crack a joke at 
Sm ith’s expense. 
H e stated that he un­ 
derstood the resolutions to be facetious, 
and not intended as a serious expression of 
opinion upon Sm ith’s veracity. 
Clerk Sm ith then produced a num ber of 
letters recommending him for various po­ 
sitions and testifying to his good character, 
signed hy H all McAllister. S. H. D w indle. 
ex-Judge Daingertield, Chief Justice R. F. 
Morrison, Judges Sawyer and Hoffman, 
John 
S. 
Enos, 
Labor 
Commissioner, 
W heaton «fe Scriver, Sm ith’s former em­ 
ployers. and m any other prom inent men. 
Mrs. Gilmore, m otherof Smith, was then 
sworn. She testified that Sm ith entered 
the employ of W heaton «t Scrivner, law­ 
yers. when aged 15, and she followed his 
career to the present moment, stating that 
he had never been discharged or charged 
with dishonesty in all that time. 
Senator Moffitt said he bad a few more 
questions to put to Sm ith, but he did nót 
care to detain the committee now. 
Sm ith produced the order to print the 
letter heads for MofBtt's Committee on 
County Governments, showing that the 
note asking him to “ shove down ” the opi­ 
um bill was written subsequent thereto. 
Mr. Moffitt remarked, ’’ Oh, it is net nec­ 
essary to go further into th a t: I acknowl­ 
edge that i wrote the note, and will have 
som ething to say about it hereafter." 
The committee adjourned to the call of 
the Chair.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


The W eather. 
Sergeant Berwick reports .47 of an inch 
of rain in Sacram ento yesterday, m aking 
10.50 inches for this season, as against 25.33 
inches to an equal date last year. The 
barom eter was falling quite rapidly up to 
noon yesterday, since which- tim e it has 
been rapidly rising. 
A t noon it read 29.96 
inches, and at 7 o’clock last night it had 
risen to 30 08 inches. 
At 11.50 a . m . yes­ 
terday the rain came down quite heavily, 
caused, no doubt, by the sudden veering of 
the wind from the south to the west, re­ 
m aining a short tim e, and then backing to 
southwest, and returning again during the 
afternoon to west. 
There was a very 
alight shower of hail at the tim e the 
heaviest raiu fell. The highest and lowest 
•temperatures were 50° and 41°. The dew 
point at 4 A. m . was 38 4. at 12 noon 39.7, 
while at 7 o’clock last night it had fallen to 
■30, owing to the dry and cool westerly wind. 
There was a heavy snow-storm on the 
hill yesterday, extending well down the 
sides, and it was also snowing at the north­ 
ern end of the California and Oregon Itail- 
road, and raining elsewhere.

On the California Pacific it was raining 
at South Vallejo, Napa, Calistogaand W ill­ 
iams, but the rainfall did not am ount to 
m uch, except at Napa, where there was .28 
of an inch and Calistoira .41 of an inch.

The snow-storm on the hill was ren­ 
dered more troublesome yesterday by a 
w ind storm. During the afternoon a snow­ 
plow that Pad descended the hill to Colfax, 
driven by two engines, started to return 
pushed by four, but at Shady Run, between 
Blue Canyon and Alta, m uch to the as­ 
tonishm ent of the crew working the plow, 
they found a big drift on the track they 
had cleared but a short time before, and iii 
that drift they got stalled and could neither 
advance nor retreat.

STATE BOARD OF CHARITIES. 


A Conference Upon the Bill to Establish 
I'—Some Interesting Figures. 
There was a meeting yesterday m orning 
of fbe Senate Committee on Public Morals, 
when E. T. Dooley, of San Francisco, ap­ 
peared as a representative of the Pacific 
Coast Conference of Charities, in advocacy 
of the bill introduced by Senator Steele, to 
create a State Board of Charities. This bill 
is the same as Assembly bill 326, as 
amended by the House Committee on Hos­ 
pitals. 
Mr. Dooley called attention to the resolu­ 
tion of the recent Conference, representing 
every charity of recognized standing on the 
entire coast, and urged that the Legislature 
provide for the immediate establishm ent of 
such a Board. Such Boards exist in Con­ 
necticut, Illinois, Kansas, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Minnesota, New Jersey, New 
York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island 
and W isconsin, and are recognized as im ­ 
peratively necessary, as inevitable iu every 
other State and Territory in the Union, by 
all who have given thought to the subject. 
The members of the Board are to have, 
under the bill, no compensation whatever, 
and the only expenses would be for the 
salary of the Secretary and the actual trav- 
ing expenses of the members. Against this 
nom inal cost to the State would be a saving 
of probably not less than $200.000 of the 
$3,000,000 or m o re ' appropriated by the 
Legislature for the maintenance of the de­ 
pendent and delinquent classes for the bi­ 
ennial period. This saving would he made, 
Mr. Dooley argued, not by parsimonious 
economy, but by a more rigid supervision 
of the disbursement of the funds, and by a 
more intelligent, systematic and careful ad­ 
m inistration of the charitable concerns of 
the State. 
W ould there he any clash of authority 
between the local Board of Trustees anil 
the State B o a r d O n this point Mr. Doo­ 
ley said " No, because their duties would 
be supervisory rather than administrative. 
Its great usefulness would be in the moral 
power it exercised rather than any author­ 
ity conferred by law.” 
He quoted from 
the report of the committee on this subject 
at the recent National Conference of Chari­ 
ties at St. P au l: “ The general sentim ent 
has seemed to be that they should have lit­ 
tle authority except to scold. 
As in addi­ 
tion to the claims ol hum anity and m ercy 
this question of economy m ust be consid­ 
ered, it becomes a m atter of importance to 
ascertain how these im perative obligations 
can be fairly m et by the State with the least 
cost to the taxpayer. 
It is evident that, on 
grounds of both hum anity and economy, 
there should be thorough system in the 
organization and adm inistration of penal 
institutions and public charities, careful su­ 
pervision and inspection, exposure of abuses 
and the bringing of public sentim ent to 
bear upon officers and employes ; for pub­ 
lic sentim ent m ust be our main reliance in 
this gigantic work. 
“ Experience shows that as a general 
rule these duties cannot be safely left to 
county, city or local authorities, "without 
the supervision of the State. 
Even with 
the most 
careful 
supervision cases of 
shocking neglect and cruelty occur and are 
brought to light in every report. 
The 
wrongs occasionly endured would hardly 
seem possible, were they not proved be­ 
yond doubt, when had men under the 
charges and chanee3 of partisan politics, 
are raised to positions in which they exer­ 
cise despotic power—from which thr-re is 
no appeal. As a general rule it is found 
that local public 
institutions 
gravitate 
downward, and tend to become habitations 
oí cruelty and lust, for which there is no 
relief but in State supervision and control, 
backed by an enlightened public senti­ 
m ent.” 
To the objection, w hether the Stale has a 
right to anv control or supervision over the 
inmates of any private institution, the 
speaker replied that in free as well as 
monarchial governments, everywhere, the 
State exercises directly and rightfully such 
functions. That is the meaning of govern­ 
m ent and the special office of statesm an­ 
ship. 
Especially most this right, he con­ 
ceded, if it is the State’s duty to support, 
wholly or in part, such inmates, for there 
can be no duty imposed upon State or in ­ 
dividual that does not im ply a correspond­ 
ing right. 
Mr. Dooley then called the attention of 
the committee to facts and figures bearing 
upon what he termed the peculiar condi­ 
tion in this State, which, it seemed to him, 
ought to be conclusive as to the necessity 
of this proposed Board. The speaker, con­ 
tinuing, made extended rem arks upon the 
present uneconomical and ineffective m eth­ 
od of caring for the indigent children of 
the State, following being the substance of 
his rem ark s: 
If we were more accustomed to thinking 
upon these themes than upon money-get­ 
ting schemes, they would startle the com­ 
m unity into such imm ediate action that 
no selfish combination of private interests 
could resist. 
It is, I believe, the worst 
showing to be m ade by any Northern or 
W estern State in the Union. 
From the books of the State Board of 
Exam iners we learn that there were on the 
30th day of J une last 3,428 children de­ 
nom inated as half-orphans, orphans, aban­ 
doned and foundlings, m aintained at the 
State's expense in private asylum s—with­ 
out a dollar for inspection, supervision or 
placing children in homes—at a cost of 
$229,911 06. The num ber of children cred­ 
ited to asylum s in the foregoing is as re­ 
ported by the different instituyóos with 
their claims upon 
the S'ute Treasury, 
for the last half of the last fiscal year. 
The num ber reported for the preceding six 
m onths was 3.810. 
Even this astonishing 
num ber does not probably cover the total 
juvenile population of these institutions, or 
come within perhaps 500 of it, for the law 
supposes that there is a considerable num ­ 
ber of these young people supported by 
their own relatives, and without any ciaim 
upon the State fund. 
Indeed the popula­ 
tion ol the asylums for indigent children 
in California may safely be set at not less 
than 4,100. 
Of these, the half-orphans 
num ber 714 per cent.; orphans, 101 per 
cent.; abandoned and foundlings. 12 per 
cent. 
Of the moneys paid for their sup­ 
port by the State, secular or non-sectarian 
institutions received 19 per cent.; Protest­ 
ant institutions. 11 1-10 percent.; the H e­ 
brew Orphan Asylum, 21 per cent.; Catho­ 
lic institutions, 67 1-10 per cent. The av­ 
erage time paid for by the Stare for each of 
these children was 10i m onths, or 85 per 
cent, of the entire year. 
One conclusion from these figures, be­ 
sides many others that ought to be start­ 
ling is that these children are retained for 
an indefinite period—it being plain from the 
data at hand that the common treasury 
supports a bodv of children from year to 
year composed of the same individuals to 
the extent ot eighty-five out of every one 
hundred. 
The dependent classes supported at pub­ 
lic expense in California for the year end­ 
ing June 30,1886, are as tollows :

by that infamous political 
quality called “ influence.” 
We "take no cognizance of delinquent or 
dependent, save to punish, or bury in some 
institution. 
Every 
prosecuting 
officer 
makes it the glory of his term of office, 
and his title to re-election that he has se­ 
cured—not the ends of justice, but—so 
m any couvictions. The casual delinqencies 
of neglected children are stretched into 
crime, and children of eleven and twelve 
vears have been found convicts in our 
State Prisons. 
And thus, for i>arenta! neg­ 
ligence—the offense of having bad parents 
—is often imposed the fearful penalty of 
consignment, aud by a m inister of the law 
—to a life of misery aud degradation. 
Severe, indeed, upon the individual; 
harder still upon the com m unity—upon us 
—are the results of such desperate, artificial 
measures. Can the “ American idea” be 
fostered by such means? 
We need a State Board of Charities to 
take tliia great question—for it is only one 
question, 
with 
m any 
subdivisions—in 
hand, as in other States, and if such a 
Board be properly constituted, kept ont of 
politics and free front the dam ning influ­ 
ences of sectarianism, a new era will dawn 
upon California and the Pacific coast in all 
these concerns. 
For every social or political disorder 
somebody stands ready to propose an in­ 
stitution, until we have gone institution- 
mad. Are well-filled institutions a m ark 
of social and material progress ? No. but 
the reverse. Gentlemen, this bill, viewed 
both from a moral and economic stand­ 
point, is incomparably the most im portant 
bill before the Legislature. No one can 
aossibly question this truth who honestly 
ooks into the m atter. 
It is no “ c ran k " 
proposition, but one of the best approved 
measures devised. It is 110 “ new w rinkle,” 
either, having been successfully tried in all 
the great States. 
If you can find in it any 
“ long pole ” looking to th e special advant­ 
age of any individual or the detrim ent of 
any good interest, reject it. 
Let it be only 
half understood and it is bound to go 
through. 
Tite committee asked num erous ques­ 
tions during the session and exchanged 
views. It is believed they will subm it a 
unanim ous approval of the bill under con­ 
sideration, for establishing a State Board of 
Charities, and urge its passage, both as to 
the better results to be attained thereby, 
and the great economy to be effected by the 
State, am ounting to nearly a quarter o f a 
million dollars in the next two years.

W hat do these figures signify? An ap­ 
palling sdcial condition ; legislation devoid 
o f science or sense, which, no m atter what 
its intention m ay be, is m ost vicious in its 
consequences. 
The statistics of the country at large in ­ 
dicate one of this class to every 130 of the 
general population; those in California one 
to every 71. 
Either our laws are largely at 
fault, or California is surely one of the 
m ost debased of communities.

Our county jails ail over the coast are,

pounded. The city prison of San Francisco 
can only be compared to the Black Hole of 
Calcutta. The only institution we have for
